Cheapening Output 

Waterloo Is a riianufaeturing town 
of some Ti.iiiiii iieople situated in north¬ 
eastern Iowa. .\ lirni of that town 
inanufaetureil a popular lit.e of cream 
separators which had ijulle a sale 
throughout Iowa and adjoining states. 

1 hieago mail-order house eonceived 
tile idea of haialling cream separators 
in their husiriesH, and accordingly of¬ 
fered to take tills linn's entire output 
for a .teiir. j'he terms were liberal and 
tile olTer was accepted, 

j'he ink on tlie contract was hardly 
dry hefore tlie mail-order house sent 
all expen to Waterloo to cheapen the 
cost of iiroductlon. Me demanded less 
cxiienslve material here, and less care 
in woiknianship there, until the man¬ 
ufacturers declared in high wrath that 
the house might put out such cheap 
and shoddy separators if it liked, but 
their name and brand should never go 
on them. 

How It Is Done 

This is a fair sample of the factory 
im-tliods employed by catalogue hou.ses. 
j'lie.v talk inui li aiiout cheapening pro¬ 
duction. Well, they do cheapen it—by 
using shoddy materials and doing slov¬ 
enly Work. The result is an inferior 
cla.ss of goods, which, even though 
looking as well as similar lines of 
I standard make which your home mer- 
j chant sells, will not wear nor hold its 
I ideasing aiiiiearance half .so long. 

I I know of nolliing that more clearly 
I demonstrates the superior quality and 
dollar value of standard lines of trade 
maiked goods than the fact that when 
I the mail-order house requires servica 
i and wearing qualities in an article for 
tlieir own use tliey buy one of the 
staiidurd inukes instead of taking one 
of tlieir own from stock.

ing process. A teaspoouful of 
borax put in the last water In which 
clothes are rinsed will also whiten 
them surprisingly. Found the borax | 
so that it will dissolve easily. This is 
especially goiKl to remove the yellow 
which time gives to Nvhlte garments 
that have been laid aside for two or 
three years. 

When colored muslin has become fad 
ed and it is desired to bleach it white, i 
chloride of lime put In the boiling wa 
ter in the proportion of one table- 
spoonful of lime to one ijuart of water 
will effect tlie result. 

BiiUly stained handkerchiefs can be 
made as Nvliite as new if placed in a 
ressel anil covereil with aiutuonia and 
lieruxide of hydrogen mixed with twice 
fne bulk of NVater. I.et the handker 
chiefs souk ami then wash them in the 
usual manner. Often the gloves in tint 
ed shades discolor handkerchiefs, and 
this process is one of the best for clean 
lug them. 

To slirink cotton material place it 
neatly folded in a tub of water and 
allow it to remain until thoroughly 
damp. Then hang it straight on the 
line by placing the central fold on the 
line. I’in it in many places so that the 
material will not sag. 

White goods may first be put in cold 
water, brought to a boil, then bung on 
the line, i.et ginghams and other col¬ 
ored materials soak in lukewarm wa¬ 
ter to Nvhlch a little salt has been add 
etl uutil all the folds are thoroughly 
Nvet through, then take out, unfold 
without Nvringing and dry quickly. i>o 
not iron. 

Colored gingh.ams and other cottons 
should be soakod in cold salt water be¬ 
fore Nvashing and then washed in dis 
solved soap and warm water. If soap
